is pursuing the Teutons to the southwest of that line. 


The Russians in their drive captured the town of Tlumach 


which brings them within 18 miles of Stanislau, an important rail- 
ray junction of the main line to Lemberg, about 70 miles south- 
east of the capital.

RUSSIANS GAIN ALONG 15 MILE FRONT 


Petro grad, August 8.—(Via London)—South of the Dniester 


river, in the direction of Tyszienca, the Russians have driven the 
Attstro-German forces back along the whole line for a breadth of 
fifteen miles, it was officially announced by the Russian war de- 
partment today. 


The announcement adds that the Russians have captured the 


town of Tlumach, as well as the region to the east of the Dniester 
river and the ridge of heights there. Russian cavalry, it is stated, 
is row pursuing the Austro-Genrians southwest of the Kolomea 
and Stanislau Railway in Galicia.

AUSTRIAN AND ITALIAN 


WARSHIPS IN BATTLE 


Berlin, August 8.—(Wireless to Sayville)—An engagement between Austrian and Italian 


warships occurred on August 2, following a raid on the Italian coast by Austrian torpedo boats. An 
official statement said that the flotilla retreated. The Austrian vessels were unharmed. 


On the same day the Austrian torpedo gunboat Magnet, was struck by a hostile submarine and 


damaged in the stern. Two men were killed and four wounded and seven are missing.

nouncement says the Austro Hungarian warships shelled military establishments at Wolfeto, de- 
stroyed an aero shed set a factory on fire and inflicted other damage. 


On their return these vessels developed an engagement with an Italian flotilla of one cruiser and 


six destroyers. The Italians were hit and turning southward, disappeared. 


"On the morning of August 2," the announcement adds, "five hostile aeroplanes bombarded 


Durazzo without inflicting any damage.

"There were three tubs of dough 
setting on the floor and they were 
just covered with flies; just black 
with flies. There was not a screen 
in the room. Behind the place 
was a stable and the door was 
open. Over one tub was a fellow 
with the prespiration rolling off 
into the bread. It was the worst 
ever. It hasn't an equal in the 
United States." 


Another Bakery 
Is Scored 


Dan Labold then called atten- 


tion to conditions found in one of 
the local bakeries, the name of 
which was not announced, saying 
that they found a barrel of lard.

The Germans 
early this morning launched a series of powerful at- 
tacks on French positions from the village of Fleury 
to a point north of Thiaumont work; They obtained a 
footing in Thiaumont work, where fighting is still in 
progress.

The French attack north of the Somme was made 


by infantry, operating on the right of the British, in 
the course of an attack made by the British on Guil- 
lemont. The French took 40 prisoners. 


London, August 8—The Italian offensive along 


the Isonzo and on the Carso plateau, is being con- 
tinued, and, according to a wireless dispatch from 
Rome, a number of positions have been occupied."
